Using their formidable . bomber- 
fighters, the R/A-F. have establishe 
a “security patrol” from dusk :to dawn 
over the. German seaplane mirie-~ 
laying bases in islands off the Ger- 
man coast. 

This disclosure was made _yester- 
day in the following Air Ministry an- 
nouncement: 

“Royal Ale Force security 
patrols were continuously malin- 
talned last night over German 
mine-laying alroraft bases In the: 
Heligoland Bight. : 

“The patrols were. carried out 
over the seaplane bases at the - 
islands of 8ylt, Borkum and Nor- 
derney to Interrupt the activities 
of -mine-laying -alrcraft: operating 
from: these bases. 

“Despite considerable antl-oraft 
opposition, the operations. were 
successfully performed.” 

Sylt lies to the-extreme north of 
Germany close to Denmark, and the 
other two islands are-120 miles away 
to the north-west, where Germany 
joins Holland. 

Heligoland ‘is about 300 miles’ fly- 
ing distance from the English coast. 
The islands command the approaches 
to Hamburg, Bremen and ‘the en- 
trance to the Kiel Canal. 

BOMBERS’ FIRE POWER 

As the patrol ‘planes flew back and 
forth ready to swoop on any machine 
which attempted to take off on its 
mine-dropping mission, they woyld 
cross the Heligoland Bight, with {ts 
two small islands, Rock and Dunen, 
which He about midway on the 
“beat. ”» 

The British ’planes- chosen ta. carry 
out the patrols are bombers, equipped 
with extremely heavy fighting 
powers, able to meet any challenge 
from German fighters, 

They have multiple  gun-turrets 
from which a terrific hail of fire can 
be poured upon any enemy. aircraft. 

Even the German Messerschmitt 
fighters have been proved time and 
again to be far Inferior to the British 
‘planes. 

The R.A.F. patrols’ purpose is 
to prevent the Nazl mine-sowing 
‘planes from slipping out of thelr 
bases. As soon as-there is any at- 
tempt to move off by the German 
*planes they are In danger of the

They faded-out in the 
middle of the English -news bulletins 
and were silent. until the early 
morning.

He is Dr. Helmut Hoffman, who 
came from Hamburg two years ago 
under a student teachers’ exchange 
system. ; 

He taught German at Hamilton 
Academy and Dalziel High School, 
Motherwell, but it was his lectures at 
Coatbridge which caused so much 
feeling that slogans demanding his 
withdrawal were chalked in the 
streets. 

Publication of the lectures in the 
Scottish Press, however, showed that 
they were innocuous as propaganda. 

Dr. Thomas Wright, head master of 
the schoo] stated that he doubted 
whether Dr. Hoffman's English could 
be'as polished as that of “Lord Haw- 
Haw,” of whose diction, however, he 
had heard only by repute, having not 
yet listened to Se any eek of his broadcasts.

HOW A BRITISH COASTAL plane co-operated in 
the sinking of a German U-boat by the 630-ton 
French sloop Commandant Duboc, is described 
in the newspaper “Le Journal.” 


The Commandant Duboc, 


which was launched two 


years ago, was mentioned in the official French 
communique on Wednesday, together with the 
French destroyer Sirocco and La Railleuse, which 
between them sank another German submarine. 


The Commandant Duboc at the 
time was escorting a merchant con- 
voy in a calm sea and with a slight 
breeze blowing. 

Suddenly the listening post picked 
up high in the sky the sound of a 
seaplane, which appeared _ to be 
signalling. 

The men on watch, however, 
vere difficulty In under- 
standing the signals, owing to the 
plane’s height. 

Then they saw the = plane 
smoke shells on the water. 


drop 


SINKS IN WHIRLPOOL 


Quickly petting up steam, the 
sloop reached the zone where — the 
plane believed it had discovered “the 
dark and crafty looking form of some 
steel-Hke shark lying in wait for 
the convoy." 

After dropping depth charges, which 
sent up spouts of water, the sloop 
did not have” to walt long for the 
result. 5 

The submarine came to the surface 
completely on its side, and the crew 
saw the vessel for several moments 
before it disappeared in an enormous 
whirlpool. 


SIROCCO EXPLOIT 


The exploit of the Sircoceo and 
La Railleuse has a number of points 
in common to that of the Comman- 
dant Duboc. 

The destroyers were also convoy- 
ing in a calm sea, but in their case 
visibility was poor, 


tn the same way af the British 
seaplane, a Fronch reconnalssance 
plane, which was flying ahead of 
the convoy, dropped a smoke shell. 
The commander of the Sirocco at 
once gave the order to the merchant- 
men to steer a zig-zag course, while 
he sent his ship speeding at 25 knots 
towards the spot where the shell had 
fallen, 


At the same time he began to drop 
depth charges, 

The hull of the submarine appear- 
ed on the surface about a quarter of 
a mile away, and then disappeared. 

TREMENDOUS EXPLOSION 


The Sirocco continued to drop depth 
charges as it sped on. 

Oil was seen on the surface of the 
sea, 

La Railleuse raced to the zone, also 
dropping depth charges. 

Suddenly a tremendous explosion 
was heard, and through the mist the 
crews of the destroyers saw  ubout 
10 feet of the forepart of the sub- 
marine shoot vertically out of | the 
water, 

Finally it sank back into the waves. 
—Reuter.

The Uskmouth was attacked in the 
Bay of Biscay at about. 11 o'clock one 
clear night. Thanks to the clever- 
ness of those on the bridge, the Usk- 
mouth successfully dodged three tor- 
pedoes fired at them, and the U-boat 
then began to shell them from a 
range of aboul 300 yards. 


As the crew got into the life- 
boats, the U-boat used shrapnel}, 
killing an officer and a seaman, 
injuring several others, and 
smashing the port Iifeboat. . 


The remainder of the crew mun- 
aged to get into a starboard lifeboat 
and after sailing for 150 miles were 
picked up by an Italian vessel. 


A French warship 65 miles away 
heard the Uskmouth’s “SOS” and 
dashed to the scene; she is believed 
to have sunk the U-boat.—Reuter.

Break Through And Cut Murmansk Railway Line 


RED ARMY NOW 
RETREATING 
IN DISORDER 


London, To- day. 


THE REPORT THAT A Finnish “suicide squad” has 


penetrated the Russian lines and cut the Mur- 


mansk railway proves correct, writes Reuter’s 
military correspondent, and the food and mater- 
ials of the Soviet forces in the north will be 


endangered. 


The Russian supply organisation has never been 
good, and with such a strategic railway out of 
action even temporarily, a debacle equivalent to 
a major defeat on the battlefield might well be 


produced. 


In Helsinki yesterday the Russians 
were reported to be retreating in 
disorder in the Hoyenjarvt region, in 
the far north, mainly as a conse- 
quence of the shortage of food sup- 
plies, rendering the troops less able to 
withstand the intense cold. 

Russian planes were again 
active along the coast In the 
morning, but little damage was 
done and no casuaitles are re- 
ported. 


No air raid alarm was given in the 
capital; the fact that Helsinki has not 
been subject to a determined air at- 
tuck during the past few days is 
leading to the belief that the Russians 
fear reprisals against Leningrad, 
which is reported to be practically 
without anti-aircraft defences. — 
Reuter. 


SOVIET TROOPS MASSING 
(IN TWO SECTORS 


Helsinki, To-day. 
Soviet troops are reported to be 
“massing in two sectors, on the Cen- 


tral (Soumoussalimi) front and = south 
of the Mannerheim Line. 

The Soviet aeroplanes took  ad- 
vantage of the fine weather in sou- 
thern Finland to carry out many air 
raids, the important town of Hango 
getting its 45th raid of the war. 


Fighting on the Karetian 
Isthmus has beén bitter during 
the week. On Wednesday, the 
Sovicts lost two whole companies 
In an attempt to turn a flank on 
the northern end of the Manner- 
helm Line, 


The concentration at the other end 
leads to the belief that the Soviets 
have abandoned the attempt in the 
northern part of the line and are now 
going to try and drive through to 
Viborg. 

During the night, Soviet long-range 
artillery resumed the bombing of 
Viborg. It has been silent for some 
days, and the Finns were beginning 
to think that possibly they had put 
the Soviet guns out of action. —Reu-

The Finns have also retaken the 
town of Suomussalmi after a deter- 
mined resistance. The Russians oc- 
cupied the little Island of Mausari, in 
Lake Ladoga, but have made little 
progress on the Karelian Isthmus. 

Here the Finns are still holding the 
line of the River Paipalisjoki against 
one assault after another. Many Rus- 
sian tanks have been destroyed in this 
sector during the last two days’ fight- 
ing. 

On the northern front the Finnish 
Lapp ski troops were hotly engaged 
with Russian Kurghis from Central 
Asia during the few murky hours of 
daylight between the successive dark- 
nesses of the Polar night. What roads 
exist in this desolate region are com- 
pletely icebound. 

The frontier itself is not properly 
marked and only the local . peasants 
can find their way from one point to 
another. 

While the Russians have burnt all 
the shrub behind their front, the Finns 
are burning any buildings and pro~- 
perty from which they are forced to 
retreat so that the Russians can find no 
shelter. The Russian commanders have 
erected watch towers 
machine-guns along their own base 
lines to prevent thelr men from 
deserting. 

The Finns often hoar the tack- 
tack of Russian machine-guns as the 
guard open fire upon deserters.

Tbe Russians are now bringing up 
huge concentrations against the front 
east of Rovaniemi in pursuance of 
their aim of cutting Finland in two at 
her narrowest point. One report gives 
the figures of 1,500,000 men and 1,000 
*planes.

Mr, Suma cited three precedents 
this year, namely, the modus vi- 
vendi signed by President Roose- 
velt with Germany, Italy and 
Russia, | without the previous 
agreement of Congress.

Mr. Suma further stated the opinion 

that it would be possible by such mo- 

dus vivendi not only to prolong the 

previous treaty for one year, for in- 

stance, but also to add new articles to 
the text of the old treaty. 

He concluded that the Japanese 
decision partially to re-open the 
Yangtse must not be interpreted 
as a basls for any bargaining with 
the United States, but the decision 
was freely taken by Tokyo. 

“We will do what we said, whatever 
the-fate-of-the-trade-treaty-may -be,” 
he concluded.—Havas.

ORIGIN OF MAN 


“The problem of man's origin has 
been solved,” said Dr. Robert Broom, 
the authropologist, describing the 
results of further examination of the 
Kromdraai skull found at Sterkfon- 
tein in 1936. 

It is revealed that the Sterkfontein 
ape had a typically human mastoid 
process, while independent recon- 
structions of the Kromdraai skull 


gave brain capacities of 720 and 710 


cuble centimetres. 


The Pithecanthropus skull hada 
capacity of 750 cubic centimetres. 

Dr. Broom said he considered that 
the discoveries bridge the gap be- 
tween the ape, whose capacity never 
exceeded 600c.c.,. and man, whose 
capacity was never less than 900c.c., 
and proved beyond doubt that man 
was descended from family of man 
apes living in upper Pilocene times.

He shrugged and smiled calmly. 
“You needn’t fear, Mr. Hopkins. ‘The

proof of the poor old man's pathetic 
inability to master his awful task in 
words. I saw, too, a fragment of blot- 
ting-paper thrown hastily over his 
teeble notes as I had entered the room.

The day upon whieh the news was 
broken to the world turned out to be 
one of the most disappointing in my 
life. It sounds absurd, but it is true. 

As far as the village of Beadle was 
concerned, the whole thing completely 
misfired. 

The vicar was respected and popu- 
lar in a limited way, but despite his 
twenty-five years in Beadle he had 
never shaken off the disadvantages of 
following the flery old “Vicar Hutch- 
ings’ who had become almost legend- 
ary in the village and its neighbour- 
hood by reason of his terrifying de- 
nunciation of every form of evil and 
most furms of good. 

The service followed its placid, age- 
encrusted course; the old man read 
one or two routine announcements, 
then cleared his throut and removed 
his spectacles.
